A BAD YEAR FOR MONARCGHISTS. 
Such was the Socialists memorial presented 
atthe Chamber on Thursday by a delegation 
twelve in number. It ie an unfortunate time 
for the enemies of the French Republic, 
whether monarchists or anarchists, to stir up 
strife. President Carnot was never more pop- 
ular. During his southern tour he won all 
hearts and the enthusiasm attend- 
ing his reception everywhere § has 
not been surpassed since the days 
of the first Napoleon. This enthusiasm 
was notatribute to Carnot alone, although 
he is highly respected, but also to the Govern- 
ment of which he ig the head, and he was 
politic and patriotic enough to construe it in 
that light. The miserable alleged plot to re- 
store the Bourbons, promptly scotched before 
it had obtained any serious headway, excites 
ridicule rather than indignation. The Marquis 
De Mores is undoubtedly a dangerous adven- 
turer, said to have had a checkered career in 
America, and who became reckless through 
the loss of fortune, was willing to join hands 
with Anarchists to overthrow the Repubiic. 
Otherwise he would not bave taken active 
share in a meeting in which Louise Michel 
advocated dynamite for getting rid of the 
despots on the ist oi May. The evidgace that 
would-be royalty is found “thfongh its 
champions in such compiny only serves to 
strengthen the constituted authorities, 
Another, but more reputable French aristo- 
crat, the Due de Noailles, shows his prejudice 
against democratic institmtions in a book just 
published, in which he endeavors to prove 
that popular government is a failure in the 
United States. He avers that the American 
democracy, although in possession of the 
most magnificent scene of action that a 
political idealist could conjure up—a whole 
continent, endowed with vast natural wealth, 
no neighbors to interiere with its peaceful de- 
velopment, and so spacious in its dimensions 
as to be tree from the labor problems of older 
societies, yet after the lapse of a century, 
presents all the vices and defects of Vid Worid 
civilization, together with adegree of polit- 
ical immorality and corruption that the Old 
World never witnessed,’’ andthe Duke con- 
cludes, therefore, thut popular government 
must inevitably prove a fallure anywhere. 
IN AUSTRO- HUNGARY. 
As indicated in these dispatches, the prin- 
cipal seat of trouble on May lwas in Austro- 
Hungary, and this chiefly owing to the fact 
that the working peopie of that empire are 
below those of France, Germany and England 
in education and intelligence. Another 
reason, not previously stated, is that great 
misery prevails in portions of the Austrian 
Empire, In Galicia, the peasantry are in a 
condition bordering on starvation, 
and the scenes to be witnessed 
are of the most painful character. The parish 
priests report that thous ands of families are 
without food and dependent upon public and 
private charity. Many deaths bave occurred 
from wantand privation, and a relief com- 
mittee sent from Vienna witnessed spectacics 
only paralleled in some accounts of the great 
famine in Ireland. It is ne wonder that 
among such people the. threats of military 
violence have but little effect. There is a 
‘curlous mixture of religion in this Aus- 
trian uprising. In one place the 
coal miners waited onthe parish priest and 
offerered him eighty-ffve florins, which they 
had collected, to read high mass in the open 
air on the first day of May. Their idea seemed 
to be that the mass would consecrate tne day, 
or make it another Sunday. The priest turned 
the money over to the authorities, and the 
latter proceeded to deal harshly with tne 
poor miners who were not gratified ia their 
desire for the consecration of May Day. 
It is said that the agitation in Austria is being 
secretly directed by German Socialists. The 
lat of May was but the beginning of the 
strugale there, and from various sections of 
the empire comes the news of strikes and of 
encounters between the military and the 
people. Austria has a first-class army, and 
there can be but one end to the unequal eon- 
test between wretched tollers and the 
roughly equipped battalions, 
IN THE CITIES OF SPAIN. 

In Spain, where the military and police are 
poorly organized and poorly equipped, the 
riots in Barcelona have proved more e 
than first advices indicated, and that impor- 
tant city was for some time and may again 
fall into the hands ofa mob. Discontent with 
the reigning dynasty is believed to have 
something todo with the Spanish outbreak. 
and there is talk of a conspiracy to overthrow 
the government and establish a republic, The 
trouble in Spain is not yet over, and may ro- 
sult in revolution. f 
More omnious than any one — 10 
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upon the city walls of flaming placards urging 
the yet partially ségregated demonstrators to 
form themselves into a compact body for pil- 
lage and resistance to the preservation of law 
and order. Numerous engagements took 
place between the police andthe mob. Re- 

peatedl? the horse police charged thestubborn 
crowds, and as repeatedly were the 
policeman compelled to retreat. Up to a iaté 
hour in the evening the great city remained 
under tie alinost undisputed control of the 
enemies of social order, its municipal govern- 
ment and ite citizens seemingly paralyzed at 
the extent and proportions of the sudden 
danger with which they were confronted. 

Troops were, however, on their way to the 
panic-strieken city and during the evening 
three regiments of soldiers arrived for its 
protection. Immediately upon the entry of 
the soldiers the military governorof the dis- 

trict appeared and warned the striking work- 

men andthe mob element that death would 
be the penalty meted out to those who at- 

tempted to interfere with the liberty of action 

of such men as chose to continue at work. 

The troops were then ordered to advance 
upon the enormous throng which confronted 
them. The crowd was for the time 
cowed and slowly and doggedly dispersed. 

All classes of people were looking forward to 
a fenewal of the turbulence, and some alarm 
Is felt lest the old Gotaie Cathedral, the un- 

versity, the Aeademies of Art and of Science, 

and others of the great architectural works of 
the city may be attacked. Anarchist 

proclamations have appeared in several of 
the wenpufactaring towns of Spain, The 
proclamations call for the holding ot meet- 

laes on Suuday, and conelade by declaring 
that the time has arrived for the inauguration 

of the social revolution. 

The Executive Committee of the Socialist 
party has also taken a hand in the agitation. 
The committee has called a mass mecting of 
workingmen to meet at the Music Hall on Sun- 
day. Fromthe meeting there the Socialists 
propose to march in procession to the resi- 
dence of Senor Sagasta, the Prime Minister. A 
petition has been prepared which will be 
banded to the Premier. The petition asks the 
Government to promptly introduce in the 
Cortez a bill making a legal day’s work eon 
sist of eight hours.

The power it would confer on the postal 
authorities to exclude from the mails 
“any pamphlet. magazine, newspaper, 
‘‘story-paper or other paper devoted to 
“the publication or principally made up 
‘tof criminal news, police reports or ac- 
“counts of criminal deeds, or pictures or 
‘stories of criminal deeds,’’? eannot safely 
be intrusted to a department as intensely 
political and perniciously partisan as our 
Post-office now is. It might engraft upon 
our postal service a press censorship with 
elastic powers as despotic for political 
purposes as the press censorship of 
Russia. 

SHAKSPEARE’s plays, a majority of the 
most moral novels and even the Bible it- 
self are burdened with stories of crime. 
Reports of Congressional inyestigations, 
published and circulated at the expense 
of the Government for the information of 
the people, are frequently harrowing re- 
citals of criminal deeds.

WAsmINGTOXN, D. C., May 8.—Some poli- 
ticians in Washington are disposed to attrib- 
ute great significance to the meeting of thel 
reform club at Hagerstown, Ind., last night, 
which was addressed by such leaders of the 
Democratic party as Wilson of West Virginia, 
Breckenridge of Kentucky and Springer of 
Illinois, who went te the meeting fresh from 
consultation with Mr. Cleveland at the Ar- 
lington Hotel in Washington. In fact there 
are people who profess to believe that the 
object of that meeting was to st a 
boom in the interest of a Cleveland- 
Campbell ticket for 1892. The Hagers- 
town meeting, they say sav, was gotten up 
to present an opportunity for these gentlemen 
to outline the desires and intentions of the 
wing of the party to which they belong, the 
great Southern free trade wing. The meeting 
was held in an obscure town, but one of great 
importance in its State. It was gotten up and 
held without parade, and under ordinary cir- 
cumstances would pass without notice. But 
the circumstances under which it was held 
were not ordinary. The presence here of Mr, 
Cleveland just prior to its holding, his consul- 
tation with his friends, particularly among the 
Bouthern Democratic leaders, coupled with 
the fact that this is the first pelitical meeting 
held in any Southern State looking to the 
campaign of 1892, give it a significance alto- 
gethér beyond its apparent proportions. The 
real intent and object of the meeting, they 
say, was to set going the boom for Cleveland 
and Campbell in 1892. The three gentiemen 
mamed are all warmiy in favor of that ticket, 
which they fendly believe to be a winning 
one. Besides, a letter was read from Mr. 
Cleveland in which he reiterated the views on 
the tariff questions which he advanced in his 
famous message. It was received with tu- 
multuous enthusiasm.

EW days in the history 
FE. St. Louis can compare 
with yesterday in impor- 
tance. The opening of 
the Merchants’ Bridge is 
goneralily believed by 
those who have given the 
matter attention to in- 
augurate a new era of 
prosperity for St. Louls. 
The recognition of the 
occasion bythe citizens 
was worthy of its impor- 
tance. During the after- 
noon business was very 
generaliy suspended, and 
thousands availed them- 
selyes of the opportunity 
to visit the bridge and 
witness the opening 

ceremonies. The procession started 

promptiy at 12:89, 1 platoon ot 
mounted police in the lead, followed by the 
regular troops, the Arsenal Band, and the 
civic societies. The steamer Oliver Bierne 
carried them to the bridge, and returned for 
the members of tbe Merchants’ Exchange and 
their families. Several special trains had 
been provided, whichran to the terminus of 
the bridge heavily laden, and when the hour 
for the opening arrived the river bank was 
packed with a dense mass of interested spsc- 
taters. Numerous as were the passengers 
carried by the trains and street car line, those 
who took tbe riyer route far outnumbered 
them, and a line of steamboats, barges, 
and tugs stretched across the river from the 
Missouri to the Illinois shore. So large a 
gathering never was seen on that part of the 
river bank as assembled yesterday. The 
steamers and tugs were decked with flags and 
streamers, banners were floating from many 
places on the shore, and steam whistles were 
going continually. At 2:30 tne train contain- 
ing the Governor of Missouri, the officers of 
the Merchants’ Bridge and the Merchants’ 
Terminal companies, and a number of invited 
guests arrived at the center of the bridge.

‘‘Ralilroad and Terminal Facilities. ’’ 


Mr. Geo. W. Parker, President of the Cairo 
Short Line, responded tothe toast ‘‘Raliroad 
and Terminal Facilities.“ He spoke at length 
of the grievances which railroad companies 
have to suffer and of the large proportion of 
corporations which have deen forced to seek 
the protection of the courts and to be man- 


aged by receivers. After exhausting this 
topic and calling for fair play on the ground 
that the laborer is worthy of his hire, he said:

I would not 
utter one word of disparagement of the great 
Eads bridge that so gracefully spans the Mis- 
sissippl at oar gates. We revere the name 
and cherish the momery of the great promoter 
and builderof that grand structure. in its 
construction he has Built to himself a more 
fitting and enduring monument than the life- 
less marble shaft or expressionless bronze 
statue can furnish.

To sleep the 
fuliness of the blood must leave the head; to 
digest the eaten food the biood must come to 
the stomach. Thus sleep and digestion are 
natural allies—one helps the other. 

Man, by long practice, will train himself to 
sleep On an empty stomach, but it is more the 
sleep of exhaustion than the sie of refresh- 
ment. He wakes up after euth a troubled 
sleep feeling perfectly miserable until be has 
had a cup ef coffee or some other stimulant, 
and he has so Injured the tone of his stomach 
that he has little appetite for breakfast, 
whereas one who allows himself to sleep after 
a comfortable meal awakes strengthened and 
his appetite bas been guickened by that pre- 
ceding indulgence. 

The difficulty in recevery comes from the 
fact that we are such creatures of dur habits it 
is impossible to break away from them with- 
out persistent effort. In this case the man 
who has eaten nothing after 6 0’clock and re- 
tires at 10 or Ii takes to bed an empty stom- 
ach, upon which the action of the gastric 
avg makes him uncomfortable all the night. 

k he proposes to try our experiment he will 
sit down and and eatatolerably hearty meal. 
He is unaccustomed to this at chat hour, and 
has a sense of discomfort with it. He may try 
i$ once or twice, or even longer, and then he 
gives it up satisfied that for him it is a failure. 

The best course is to begin with just one or 
two mouthfuls the last thing before going to 
bed. And this should be light food, easily di- 
. No cake or pastry should be tolerated. 

ne mouthful of cold roast beef, cold lamb, 
cold chicken and a little crust of bread wiildo 
to begin with; or, what is better yet, a spoon- 
ful or two of condensed milk (not the sweet- 
ened that comes in cans) in three times as 
much warm water. Into this cut haif a 
pared peach ana two or three little squares 
of bread, the whole to be one-fourth or one 
sixth of what would bea light lunch. 

Increase this gradually, until at the end ofa

She must not jump or try to make 
too swift a motion, but sifp from the floor to 
the pedal as she would from one step to an- 
other in going up-stairs. The more weight 
she rests on the handle bar, the more grace- 
ful and easy will be her mount. She must be 
slow in her movements and in no haste to get 
into the saddle. The most important thing is 
to place her foot on its pedal before it first 
reaches its lowest point. She will then lean 
forward and close up tothe handle bar whilst 
riding on the pedals, This will allow her 
skirts to fall into proper shape if they are the 
conventional riding garments. As it often 
happens that the skirt will not come quite 
central it will be well to mount from the side 
opposite the chain; although it is quite suffi- 
cient that a lady should be able to mount well 
from one side, only the more expert will find 
it pleasant to mount on either side. Sterling 
Elliott, the expert bicyclist, advises that a 
lady be assisted in mounting a bicycle just as 
they should be in mounting a horse or enter- 
ing a carriage. 
In teaching to mount and ride the bicycle 
the teaching belt is a great instrument, Inis 
belt is ot leather, a strap of five inches in 
width; the clasp is formed of three buckles, 
andon one side a handle covered with 
leather. This belt the teacher buckles on his 
pupil, elasping it 
ABOUT HER WAIST, 
and then gives her the initiatory step, after 
she bas mounted the wheel. This she does 
in a manner muck similar to that 
of a man. The upll directs her 
attention to the handle bars and to holding 
herself firmly on the wheel which has been 
a on the center of gravity directly under 
er weight. After the rider is securely 
mounted the teacher grasps the handle of the 
leather belt and supports the pupil, guiding 
her on her first rounds to prevent her 
failing and to steer the wheel in a proper 
direction. Three lessons of this nature ren- 
ders the pupil mistress of the wheel and the 
indoor field of action is abandoned by the 
scholar for the broader field of out-doors. 
There are a good many crazy mounts, in the 
language of the professional, but the only 
correct method is the one explained. The 
management of the machine depends solely 
on the ability of the rider to maintain the 
wheel in its proper course and turn the handie 
bars in the right direction. There is simpiy ease 
and quiet necessary forthe mastering of the 
wheel by the feminine rider and little courage 
is needed. 

As to dismounting, that 18 in Itself an art. It 
the rider desires to get off from the left side 
the machine must be brought neatly to a 
standstill, with the right pedal just leaving its 
highest int. Remove both feet at once, 
bringing the right to the left side, and allow.

The Apathy of the Police and the Audacity 
of the Despoilers—Some of the Scenes 
That May Bo Witnessed on Sunday After- 
noons—Opinions ofthe Mayor and Park

VERY year there are 
complaints of van-. 
dalism in Forest 
Park, and judging 
from the way the 
season of tree-dam- 
aging, shrub-break- 
ing and flower- steal- 
ing has opened, the 
year 1890 will prove 
anything but an ex- 

ception to the rule. 
Visitors tothe park 
who go there for 
recreation and fresh 
alr are disgustea at 
the conduct of de- 
spollers,who appear 
to regard the va- 

rious produots of the 
park as thelr own 

individual property. The immunity 
with which the thefts are carried out seems to 
encourage others to follow the bad example 
set, and itis more than probable that at least 
half the damage is done by thoughtless per- 
sons who do not realize the meanness of their 
conduct or ita effect. However this may be, 
the damage is all very great, and js increased 
by the recklessness of the smart individuals 
who tear off buds and branches for the very 
love of mischief and who do not take the 
trouble to retain what they have stolen. 
What with the havoo completed bv 
these and tho Wholesale pilferinge 
by those who have impudence enough to haul 
away theirspoll, the park is In a fair way to 
be completely denuded of those objects of 
natural beauty of which every St. Loulsan 
ought to be proud.

Everything is stolen or in a fair way 
of being stolen, and the flowers are seldom 
given time to even approach perfection, The 
sbrubs suffer ina stili more marked degree 
and unless something is done to pre- 
vent it there wil be soon noth- 
ing left in the park but lofty trees 
and grass. Last Sunday afternoon and even- 
ing the street cars were loaded with visitors 
to the park and the extent of the day’s van- 
dalism could be guessed at from the quantity 
of treasure trove, or rather stolen, to be seen 
on each car. In somo, parties of marauders 
could be seen, and in one case a whole family 
had evidently turned out in search of the 
wherewithal for decorations for some fete or 
party. It is obvieus the park cannot 
stand this kind ot pilfering without 
suffering greatly. Its great area makes 
the task of beautifying it necessarily heavy 
and for years past the Park Commussioner’s 
ofiict has been full of regrets at the smallness 
ofthe annual appropriations. A great deal 
has been done with comparatively littie 
money, aud ifthe hands off’’ orders could 
be enforced St. Louls would soon possess a 
park to which it would be bard to find an 
equal. At present, however, the city is 
throwing away money and cultivating flowers 
and shrubs for the exclusive benefit of the few 
instead of for the enjoyment of all. 

The police might do a great deal in the way 
of checking the evil, At present those mem- 
bers of the force who are on duty at and near 
the park pursue a policy of calm indifference, 
and take no notice of persons who are liter 
ally loaded with spoils. It is not to be sup. 
‘posed that oflicers can guatd every flower and 
rine or that every road can be patrolled.

ABSOLUTE SUPERVISION 

would be as objectionable as it would be 
dostly, and no one either desires or expects it. 
But parties leaving the park could 
at jeast be deprived of their booty, 
would not be difficult to have an 
officer at each point of entrance and exit, and 
if that were done and it the officers would ex. 
ert themselves a little the battle would be 
more than halt won. To urrest every man, 
woman or child who plucks a flower or twig 
would be a harsk proceeding, but a few 
flagrant cases might be selected as examples. 
Or oven if no arrests were made at all, the 
forcible seizure of stolen articles would deter 
others. The present attitude of the police 
simply encourages the vandalism. Several 
entlemen rotest on 
ast the 
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shrubbery and carry them off at will. Since 
1877 I have been connected with the St. Louis 
Park Department and this city bas been no 
exception. All classes of people do these 
things, the learned and the ignorant, the rich 
and the poor, and in most cases they do not 
realize that they are doing wrong.Some six or 
seven years ago I was walking through Forest 
Park, when my attention was calied to a 
well-dressed, handsome young lady who was 
helping herself to some very fine specimens of 
Wisteria. Sue was breaking the boughs 
and doing much damage to the shrub- 
bery, and 1 called to her to 
stop, at the game timo 
telling her of my connection with the Park 
Department. Instead of bringing her to a 
sense of realization that she was doing wrong 
isucceeded in making her very indignant. 
Turning on her heel and facing me she 
shouted; ‘Do you mean to insult me, sir?’ It 
wag mt re A a day or two later that 
a complaint came tothe Park Commissioner's 
office that a loafer representing himself as an 
attache of the park had insuited a young lady 
In Forest Park. There was an instance when 
the offender thought she had a right to destroy 
a handsome piece of shrubbery, 
simply because pack was a 
public place. The great damage 
occasioned by these people is not s much 
from their taking away the flowers as it is the 
tearing of the limbs. They graba branch 
and give itajerk, tearing the bark and de- 
stroying the bush ortree. It would not be so 
bad if they used a sharp, kaife, but they 
don’t do this, preferring to do more 
mischief. year they cannot practice on 
the Hiac bushes as they did last year. The 
spring frosts 2 havoc with them, and 
there is hard any 8 that any will 
bear flowers. he snow-balis 
ing out, and they will

PRINGFIELD, III., May 

3.—A conference of the 
agricultural and labor 
organizations of the 
State was held at the 
St. Nicholas Hotel. The 
meeting is in pursuance 
of a call issued April 
15, by J. M. Thompson, 
Grand Master of the 
Illinois State Grange, to consider the fea- 
sibility and propriety of forming a union for 
co-operative purposes in the coming cam- 
paign for the mutual benefit of agriculture 
and labor.’’ The organizations invited to 
join in the conference with the Grange are the 
Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association, Farm- 
ers’ Allianee, the Agricultural Wheel, Farm 
ers and Laborers’ Union, United Laborand 
the Knights of Labor. Among the noted men 
men present were H. H. Moore of Mount Erie, 
III., National President of the F. M. B. A.; 
Judge Cicero J. Lindley of Greenville, Presi- 
dent of the State Assembly, F. M. B. A.; F. M. 
Palmer, President of the State Assembly of 
Knights of Labor; Judge Wilson of Olney, ex- 
Senator Streeter of Mercer County, S. A. Kil- 
patrick, State Secretary of the Farmers’ Al- 
Uance, Hon. J. M. Thompson and others. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 

The following resolutions indicate the tem- 
per ofthe mecting: 

That since this organization is made up of 
members of all political part ſes, each mem 
ber Is expected to be a missionary in bis own 
party. That as only men favorable to our rea- 
sonable demands are nominated for office in 
which they may affect our interests as a class, 
we, as members of the different parties, ex- 
pect to find them in rank of our respective 
party, but should we be disappointed we shall 
be excused if we insist on voting forour 
friends.

DISCREDIT IT. 

These are the most noteworthy bits of testi. 
mony on the subject of metallic pens prior to 
the third decade of this century. There are 
many other references and assertions but 
there is nothing descriptive inany of them, 
and it is not known in what respects the pens 
ot the last century differ from ours. It is cer- 
tain, however, that steel pens, hand made, 
were occasionally used and that their 
existence led to the application of machin- 
ery to their manufacture about 1828 or 1824 
Josiah Mason thus describes the manner Oo, 
making the old style steel pen: The firs 
making of steel pens that I know of was about 
the year 1780 by my late friend, Mr. Harrison, 
for Dr, Priestly. He took a sheet of steel, 
made a tube of it, and the part joined formed 
the slit of the pen, He then filed away the 
barrel and formed the pen.’’ The secoad 
mode of making pens was by punching a 
rough blank out of thin sheet steel. This biank 
formed the well-known barrel pen. It was 
brought into the barrel shape by rounding, 
but before rounding it had to be filed Into a 
better form about the ulb, and then rounded 
In the soft state;a sharp chisel was used to 
mark the inside of the pen, which became the 
slit after hardening. Store tempering this 
mark was ‘‘tabbered’’ with a small hammer 
and it would crack where the inside mark was 
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screw descends, drives the punch into the 
bed, thus perforating’ the strip, making a 
blank which falls into adrawer below. This 
operation is continued until the strip is ex- 
hausted or the drawer filled.

Mr. Rockefeller has graded the lawns, 
trimmed the forest and laid out macadamized 
roads to all parts of the estate.

There are two steams 
running through the grounds abounding in 
trout. There is an artifcially improved 
natural pond, in which swim stately swans 
and a flock of imported ducks. 

At the riversideis a fine wharf, where all 
manner of pleasure boats, including a stream 
launch, will be kept. 

It is not known definitely how much Mr. 
Rockefeller’s country place will cost him. It 
is doubtful if he himself knows. He paid 


-about $250,000 for the estate, which he pur- 


chased from the heirs of William H. Aspin- 
wall. His house and the improvements on 
the grounds will cost, it is estimated by 
several experts, between $1,500,000 and $2, 000, 
000, while some say $3,000,000. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rockefeller have taken an 
active supervisory interest in the building of 
their house, visiting it twice every week dur- 
ing the two years it bas been in process of 
construction, There is nota detail of either 
the architecture, the interior decoration or 
the frescoing that has not received their care- 
ful attention andindorsement. The designs 
of the house were made by Kk. L. Roberts of 
New York, who designed the Standard Oi! 
Co.’s bullaing and many other prominent 
structures in this city. r. Roberts did not 
live to see the completion of Rockwood Hall, 
dying something less than two months ago. 

The interior architecture is after designs by 
Carrere 4 Hastings, who built the Hotel Ponce 
de Leon at St. Augustine, where Mr. Rocke- 
teller has visited frequentiy, and many of the 
features of which he desired to have repro- 
duced in Rockwood Hall. 

The Aspinwall estate, on which is Rockwood 
Hall, is situated in a beaatiful, picturesque 
locality and has an interesting history. It is 
only a mile or two from the place where Ben- 
edict Arnold was captured after his act of 
treason. It ison the old Albany post road, 
which isa continuation of Broadway, and if 
the numbers extended that far would proba- 
bly be No, 267,489. All about it, up and down 
the river, are grand old country residences, 
owned by men of wealth and prominence 
among whom may be mentioned that ot. T. C. 
Eastman, the well-known cattle man, and Jay 
Gould. | 

The old Aspinwall estate is composed of 
nearly a thousand acres of variegated scenery 
hill and dale, meadow and woodland. It has 
been owned by the Aspinwall family for over 
a generation, having been bought and im- 
proyed by Wm. H. Aspinwall, who built the 
original Aspinwall stone marsion. At the 
death of Mr. Aspinwall, Sr., the property de- 
scended to Gen. Lloyd Aspinwall, Rey. John 
Aspinwall and Mrs. Ambrose Kingman. 

Aspinwall lived there for some 
but at his death his brother

To Joseph Gillott, who died in 1872, has 
been ascribed the credit of the adaptation of 
machinery to the manufacture of the pens 
described by Mason. But it is now pretty 
well settled that John Mitchell not only made

in their production for some time before Gil 
lott began in that business. The date of Mr. 
Mitcheli’s venture is fixed at 1822, or there- 
abouts. Gillott never made any claim for 
himself, and Mason, who was one of the 
earliest pen makers, did not begin until 1828, 
when he manufactured steel pens for James 
Perry. At the same time Mason was 
making pone for Perry, although it was 
not until long after that he became 
known asa pen maker. Perry &Gillott had 
a practical monopoly of the market, and sold 
their — allover the world. Gillott says in 
one of his advertisements that in 1842 he made 
490,361 gross, and in 1843 730, 081 gross, At the 
present time the weekly production of the 
English and American manufactories amounts 
to about 800,000 gross per week, using about 
thirty-five tons of steel. 
During the past twenty years a great im- 
8 has taken place in tne style of 

oxes and packages in which the pens are 
packed. Elaborate designs are frequent, and 
often the boxes are decorated with the 
effigiesofeminent personages, authors, mer- 
chante, actors and politicians. This variety is 
not seen in such profusion in America as 
in the European countries. Germany demands 
the greatest variety while Russia is aimost as 
democratic in its taste as democratic Amer- 
ica. By a regulation of the Russian Imperial 
Government pens in boxes bearing portraits 
of the Russian royal family are not permitted 
to enter the country. By alaw which was put 
into effect January 1, 1886, bo pens might be 
imported into Russia which bore the name of 
a Russian firm. Theobject of this law is said 
to be to encourage the manufactnre of pens 
in Russia, but at present there is no pen fac- 
tory inthe Empire. Anattempt to establish 
a wanufactory was made in 1876-78, but was not 
successful. The Germans and French are the 
largest buyers oi fine pens while the Italians 
are content with the commonest. Spaniards 
have a liking for three-pointed pens, and 
great numbers of that sort are sold to them. 
Americans probably use more of ell sorts than 
any other people. At present few pens are 
sold beyond the confipes of Christendom. A 
few indians and some of the subjects of the 
Sultan and Khedive have learned to like them, 
but most of the great Astatics prefer to write 
with pens made from reeds or with camel 
huir pencils like their ancestors two thousand 
yoars ago.

But the 
steel still lacks elasticity and the ink will not 
These are brought about by the 
next process—plercing—that is punching the 
center aperture into which the slit opens. 
The plercing punch and bed having been 
fixed in a screw press, and an ingenious 
arrangement of guides fastened thereto, the 
girl selects a blank and placing it in its proper 
position by aid of the guides, lowers the screw 
and drives the punch through the blank into 
the bed. This is followed by annealing, a 
process which softens the metal and makes it 
ready for the nextstep in manufacture—that 
is raising or shaping. 
The bianks being now soft readily take the 
various shapes into which pens are made. The 


operation of raising is performed bythe aid 


ofapunchand die fitted into a screw press. 
The punch is fitted into a false nose fixed on 
the bottom of the press; the die or bed is 
placed ina cylindrical plece of steel called 
a bolster with a groove cut for the reception 
of the dle, the bolster being fastened to the 
bottom ofthe press bya screw underneath. 
The operator slides the flat blank onto the 
bed, where it is heid by guides until the punch 
descends, forces the blank Into the bed and 
gives the pen its rounded sbape. 

At this stage, the pens being soft, they are 
subjected to great heat, which hardens them, 
after which they are immersed in oll for a 
time. They are then placed in a perforated 
oylinder which revolves till the oil is drawn 
off. To completely cleanse them they are im- 
mersed in a tank of boiling soda water. To 
procure the desired temper they are put in an 
jron cylinder which revolves over a charcoal 
fire. After this process, which leaves the pen 
brittle, it is *‘scoured,’’ that is dipped in a

E erything is now done except that which 
makes the pen really a pen—that is slitting.

It will not involve the abandonment of 
Christianity, but its more perfect adapta- 
tion to human needs. A decisive transition is 
manifestly approaching, and it does not seem 
to be difficult to foreshadow what is about to 
appear. The technicalities of religion will be 
softened. The conventionalities of religion 
will dwindle into nothingness, and the great 
doctrines of mercy and brotherhood and kind- 
ness and geniality will formulate themselves 
into a religion which will commend itself to 
the twentieth century as no religion has com- 
mended itself to the nineteenth century. 
„Then you think Christianity will become a 
religion of practice rather than of dogma?’’ 
„Well, Istould hardly put it in that way. 
A religion that amounts to anything is neces- 
sarify a combination of dogma and practice. 
Every man has his creeds, whetherthey be 
written or unwritten. Every man who thinks 
bas a creed in politics, a creed in social life, a 
creed in art and science, and he necessarily 
bas in his own mind a creed in religion, if he 
has any religion at all. Butacreed is dead, 
and might as well be buried, unless it instant- 
ly translates itself into action. It a man has 
a good creed and js an honest man, his creed 
will manifest itself in right action; ff his creed 
is bad he will naturally pus it into bad ac- 
tion. |

Do yon share the belief that our politics is 
hopelessly undermined by corruption?’’ 

Indeed 1 donot. You have only to turn to 
books relating to the period from 1820 to 1840 
in orderto discover that, instead of retro- 
gression, there has been a very great improve- 
ment in Senatorial and Congressional ehar - 
acter and conduct. Things were seen without 
amurmurin Congressional halis then which 
would not be tolerated now. There were men 
in public life then who could not in any wise 
secure a second election—nay, whose frst 
election would be impossible in our time. Re- 
member the fact that when Thomas Jefferson 
and Aaron Burr were rival candidates for 
the Presidency at the beginning of the 
century, and the fallure ot popular election 
threw the matter into the House of Represen- 
tatives, Thomas Jefferson beat Aaron Burr 
by only one vote! No. The purification of 
politics is not an iridescent dream, because it is 
not a dream at all, but a fact, in constant pro- 
cess of development before our very eyes.

As a rule he 
loses hig presence of mind, throws up his 
hands and makes motions which are ili to the 
purpose, so that it becomes extremely cim - 
cult, dangerous and often impossible to save 
such people from drowning. They grasp 
convulsively the swimmer who comes to their 
rescue, preventing him from holding them 
above water and bringing them safely to 
shore. The consciousness of being able to 
swim gives to those who bave the misfortune 
to fall into the water composure and presence 
of mind, while people who can not swim are 
overcome with their powerlesaness and ina- 
bility to help themselves and are sconse- 
quently lost unless promptly rescued, The 
feeling of their inability is the cause of their 
despair and confusion. 

It is essential, therefore, that all those who 
cannot swim should at least know that they 
need not drown it they will only do what is 
proper to keep themselves above water, and 
in thelrown interest let them impress upon 
their minds the following three illustrations: 

The first (Fig. 1) shows the false position in 
which aman must drown and I am sorry to 
say it ls the one which the ignorant always 
adopt. They raise thelr arms and cry for 
help. 

The second position (Fig. 2) je a more favor- 


able one, for in this the head is kept slightly 


above water; being bent backward it permits 
of breathing through the nose and the 


mouth. 
THE PRINCIPAL RULB, 

which people who cannot swim 
should follow, is not to raise their arms out of 
the water. The two Illustrations are ex- 
lained upon the following basis of a natural 
aw: The human body weighs a little jess

By 
promptly diving for a body inthe spot where 
these air-bubbies appear it can often be 


brought ashore before it is too late for resus- 
citation.

It often happens that drowning persons are 
taken out ofthe water ln a dead faint, or as 
people commonly say, They are brought 
dead out of the vater. In regard to this let 
me state the following: 

Death in the water can only happen in two 
ways. 

The drowning person  suffocates, He 
breathes water into his lungs instead of air 
and also swallows a considerable quantity of 
water. Death through suffocation does not 
occur at once, but only after a comparatively 
long struggle with the elements, The unfort- 
unate man has then the appearance of one 
dying of strangulation. His face is purple in 
color and swollen, the lips are purple and the 
eyes bioodshot, his mouth ts filled witha 
foamy substance and the stomach, the wind- 
pipe and the lungs contain much water. Oc- 
casionally a drowned person presents an al- 
together different appearance. The face is 
pale, limp and there is little or no 
foam in the mouth. These symp- 
toms indicate that death did not follow 
by reason of strangulation, but was brought 
about by afainting spell or a stroke of apo- 
plexy. In this case breathing stopped at 
once, the epiglottis closed convulsively, so 
that little or no water entered the lungs. 

THIS APPEARANCE IS FAVORABLE, 
for lu this case the chances for resuscitation 
are greater than in the former, 

The question is often asked, When does 
death occur in the water? How long musta 

erson remain under water before 8 
Ten minutes, a quarter of an hour, ¢te.? 0 
answer invariably is, The time cannot be de. 
termined. It has been proven that life need 
not be extinct In à body which has been un- 
der water for several hours, and that some- 
times in such cases resuscitation was achieved 
by continued exertions Of seve houre’ 
duration on the part of the reseuer. 

From this follows the rule:

Where two people are at hand let them 
place themselves at either side of the victim 
each catching hold of one arm as indicated 
above and make the motions evenly and at 
the same times, as shown in figure 6. These 
motions must be repeated about fifteen times 
per minute, carefully and perseveringly, un- 
til natural respiration is noticeable, and usu- 
ally the first breath which the person draws 
naturally is visible by the sudden change in 
the color of the face, I. e.: The pale face 
grows red, and vice versa. This artificial 
respiration must be keptup until the phy- 
sicilan comes, and if he does not come 
promptly it must be continued for hours, 
and only when bDreathing and  ~»pulsa- 
tion have stopped for many hours 
should these attempts cease. As soon as 
natural respiration has setin the artificial 
method must be dispensed with. Then wrap 
the person in dry blankets and rub the Iimbs 
from the feet upward, lay him in a warm bed, 
put warming- bottles, ete., around him, a 
warm lid upon his stomach, under the arm-

THE WOMEN OF AMERICA, FRANCE, GER- 
MANY, ENGLAND AND ITALY COMPARED. 
Lacy Hooper Tells Some Plain Truths— The 
French Are Perfection—The Americans 
Come Next—Idiosyncracies of English 
Women in Dress—The German’s Lack of 

Style—The Italian’s Individuality.

PARIS, April 22. 
T has been said, and 
with truth,that Paris 
sota the fashion for 
the world. But the 
fact, though unde- 
niable, admite of 
certain modatifica- 


tions. The ladies of 

every country do 

not copy the Paris- 

lan modes exactly, 

but vary them ac- 

> cording to their own 

ideas and to those of the nation to which they 
belong. 

Take, för example, the Americans. They 
come nearest to the Frenchwemen lu the mat- 
ter of taste and in that of assimilating 
the finer elements of Parisian fashion. Yet 
they are given to originating styles of their 
own, and when they come to Paris they are 
often surprised at finding that the Trans- 
atlantic elements in their tollettes are not 
always looked upon as happy innovations. 
For instance, the custom long prevalent in 
America amongst society ladies of wearing 
black shoes and stockings with pale blue, or 
white, or rose-tinted ball dresses, in gauze 
and silk and lace, excited for some time a 
degree of amazement in the minds of Parisian 
party goers. The practice so universal at one 
time amongst young American society men of 
going bare-handed to balls and soirces was 
looked upon with immense disfavor, in con- 
sequence of the ruin wrought by the applica- 
tion ofan unglowed perspiring palm to the 
back of a ball corsage during the execution of 
a waltz.

whereelse, When it comes to matters of im- 

portance, the fact of their importance secures 

thought and care, and if mistakes are made It 

comes from deliberate stupidity and wrong- 

headedness. The mistakes which are made 

about trifies, however, come largely from 

thoughtiessness, and very frequently do not 
admit of satisfactory explanation. 

It is no unusual thing, for example, to find 
aman or woman sendinga note to an ac- 
quaintance or a friend and addressing the en- 
velope Mr. John Smith, instead of John 
Smith, Esq. 

It would be difficult to tell, perbaps, why 
itis so, but Mr. John Smith is felt to be a mean 
and derogatory way of subscribing the en- 
velope, and it is a fashion never used by care- 
ful people. John Smith, Esq., is the ac- 
cepted formula, and unless the envelope is 
addressed to a tradesman or a man in &@ 
Gistinctly inferior walk of life, it is the 
formula which must be used. It is not 
even permissible to use Mr. Smith when the 
first name of the gentleman for whom the 
letter is intended is unknown. The proper 
formula in such a case as this is, Smith, 
Esq. I need scarcely say, however, that the 
man who is driven to this disagreeable neces- 
sity will inform himself as to his correspon- 
dent’s first name at the first favorable oppor- 
tunity, because the most good-natured person’ 
will take it as aslight if the person whom be 
knows do not remember his full name, and that 
consideration for the rights and feelings of 
others, which we are bound to have, demands 
enough attention to this point to secare accu- 

rate knowledge.

A little para-rubber dall, weighing three- 
quarters of an ounce, around which one turn 
has been made with the end ofaskein of an 
old-fashioned gray stocking yarn, is slipped 
inte the machine, then another, after whieh 
the boy in charge touches a lever, the ma- 
chine starts and the winding begins. The 
rubber ball is tnus hidden in a few seconds, 
and in its place appears a little gray yarn ball 
that rapidly grows larger and larger. 

When it appears to be about half the size of 
the regulation base ball there is a click, the 
machine stops, the yarn is cut, the ber picks 
outtbe ball and tosses it into the basket. 
When this basket ie full it is passed along to 
another boy, who runs a similar machine, 
where a f-ounce layer of worsted yarn is

The next machine adds a layer of strong 
white cotton thread; a coating of rubber ce- 
mentis next applied, and a half-ounce layer 
of the very best fine worsted completes tne 
ball, with she exception of the coyer.

In- 

habitants of- their présent 

location for centuries and 

antedating in thetr tradi- 

tions the most remote reo - 

ords of the white ‘man on 

, this continent, they are in 

many respects the most remarkable tribe with 
which the Government has to deal. 

They are by no Means degraded or uncivil- 
ized. Insome particulars they excell their 
white brothers in handiwork. Their blankets 
are 80 finely woven that water may be carried 
in them without leaking, and the dyes with 
which they are colored in bright and at- 
tractive tints are manufactured by themselves 
and cannot be excelled by any production of 
civilized nations for quality. These blankets 
sell for $75 in the city markets. 

‘The territory over which thé tribe roams is 
included between the Rio Grande and the 
Colorado rivers, their favorite hunting 
grounds being along the valleys of the Gila 
and Tuni in Western New Mexico and Arizona, 
They leada nomedic existence, and, taking 
their large herds of sheep and cattle with 
them, are constantly on the move. At periods 
they stop and plant, plow and reap their crops 
of maize, beans, pumpkins, etc., then when 
the harvest is over seek new flelds. 

Many ot them are rich and have herds and

The old Abrahamic government is their tribal 
form of management. The wealthiest men 
are the chiefs or leaders, and each has a set 
of retainers resembling the servitors of the 
feudal lords of Scotland.

It is 
estimated that they have on their 
ranges nearly 8,000,000 sheep and 20,000 
horses, beside large berds of cattle.

all their own clothing on looms Invented and 
constructed by themselves and are also the 
manufacturers of their bridles, saddles, 
spears,etc. They are not rapid workmen, 
and as their roaming life in rude lodges made 
of poles and grass is not conducive to the 
preservation of their property, not much time 
remains for manufacturing anything but 
blankets for outside sale.

They believe that a woman 
places the sun in the heavens each 
morning while the stars are sprin- 
kied upon the great blanket of the sky bya 
woman’s hand. in strange varianeoe with this 
idea is the one that the moon is carried 
through the air on the back of a mule,the ears 
of which their medicine men pretend to be 
abie to discern, 

Those who have witnessed some of their 
ceremonies deciare them to be exceedingly in- 
teresting. That of moving the camp 
is one most religiously observed. 
The medicine man tukes from the 
chief camp-fire a burning brand which is car- 
ried ahead of the company until another

or eight expeditions have been sent out to 
Arizona and have resulted in destroying 
hundreds and thousands of sheep and cattie, 
as well as crops, and reducing the tribe to 
the verge of starvation. Retaliation has been 
had by the nomads upon the settlers when 
the troops were withdrawn. 

The Pueblo Indians are the Navajos’ es- 
pecial enemies, and many bitter fights have 
taken place between the two tribes. There is 
one thing to be said in the Navajos’ favor 
they never scalp their enemies, something 
that distinguishes them from all other Indians 
on this continent, as scalping is a character- 
istic of all other tribes. Of late years a treaty 
has been in operation and the former troubles 
have been subdued. Congress is now endeayv- 
oring to sti!l further restrict them. 

THEIR LOOMS AND DYES. 

The looms devised and constructed by the 
Navajos for the manufacture of their blan- 
kets are most ingenious, and show a decided 
mechanical skill, From three or four hori- 
zontal poles tied to two upricht trees or poles 
straight slender strips of wood fastened to 
the poles with thongs reach to the ground. 
These strips are but an inch or less apart, 
and the Navajo woman squatting on the 
ground plies her shuttle back and forth be- 
tween and around them, while other 
cross threads are tied to the 
poles above and form the warp and woot of 
the material. The manufacture of their won- 
drous dves are obtained from certain plants 
and earth deposits known only to the tribe. 
No white man has ever succeeded in penetrat- 
ing the mystery of their preparation. It is 
supposed that they know of some mineral de- 
pusits in the mountains that have not yet 
been found by the whites and that by them 
they are enabled to compound their peculiar 
coloring, which is almost eternal in its fade- 
lessness. 

They are true Indians, in spite of their abili- 
ties in being as treacherous as the vilest ser- 
pentextant. It le related that upon one oc 
casion, when they were at war with the 
Pueblos, they called a peace council and, 
having gathered all the Pueblo chiefs in a 
canyon where the consultation was held, fell 
upon them and would have massacred the 
whole company but for the nimbieness of 
their enemies, who were able toclimb the 
walls of the canyon and escape. The Navajos 
are not experts with the bow and arrow or rifle, 
their chief weapon Deing the spear, which 
they throw with great force and skill. They 
are fine horsemen, shad the young men with 
their strong, lithe bodies, are fond of athletic 
contests, such as wrestling, running, etc. 
Every spring at the full of the moon, a series 
of contests of this sort is he id, and the par- 
ticipators gather from all portions of the 
mation. No particular prizes are given, it 
being supposed that the name is fame 
enough. ‘Jaken all in all, the Navajos are 
among the most remarkable of Uncie Sam’s 
proteges. 


A CHAT UPON CHICKENS. 


A Modern Business Which Yet Exceeds 
That ef Wheat, © 


From the New York Star. 

Dr. J. W. King of Kent, Conn., is one of the 
most gntbusiastie and successiul of the poul- 
try raisers in the country. Besides, he is an 
acknowledged experton all the economical 
questions copnected with the business. 
Speaking upon the subject at the poultry show 
afew nights ago he said: 

Few interests in the United States are of 
greater importance than the chicken busi- 


ness. Imeanin a financial sense. IfI were 
asked how near the gross cash return for 
poultry and eggs per annum inthe country 
comes to the same income from the produc. 
tion of wheatin this country each year, my 
anewer would be, that the two industries 
cannot be compared with each other. Gov- 
ernment statistics show that $560,000,000 are 
required to represent the annual ex- 

enditure for the chicken crop of the 

nited States, and that 15,000,000 dozens of 
eggs, worth over $2,677,000, are imported to 
this country per year. Show mea wheat crop 
result that can touch those figures. If you 
can, I will step down from my poultry percb. 

The expenditure in this country each year 
for poultry and eggs will amount to a much 
larger sum than that which comes to the 
credit of either the wheat crop, the cotton 
crop or the dairy product. 

These figures do not include the chickens 
that are raised in small numbers in the back 
yards of our large cities or on small suburban 
places. Because people cannot at first indulge 
in the fancy breeds they imagine there is no 
profit in the commoner kinds. They make a 
great mistake, for a coop of 
hfteen or twenty ordinary hens, 
all fair layers, will each produce from 
140 to 150 eggs ayear. Twenty centea dozen 
is a good average price for these eggs the year 
round. The cost to keep this number of 
chickens will be about $10, as they can be fed 
almost entirely from the scraps of the table.“

BY COOKS. 


The Mysterious Manner in Which “‘aunty’’ 
Produces the Great Southern Delicacy— 
Full Directions to Those Whe Desire to 
Imitate Her—Various Flavors and Sea- 
sonings.

NTERING «a Broadway 
restaurant, the writer 
noticed‘‘ Chicken Gum- 
bo’’ paraded on the 
menu. A dish was or- 

dered. with delightful 

antidipatiens, but a 

glance of dismay greeted 

the pale, watery com- 

pound that was served 

with a solitary bit of 

% chicken lonesomely 

floating therein. A query as to a mistake 

having been made in the order was mot with 

a polite assurance that that was ‘‘Ohicken 

Gumbo.’’ What's in a name?’’ wrote the 

Bard of Avon. That which we call 

a rose, by any other name would 

smell as sweet!“ And truly, ‘‘any 

other nme“ would have been as applicable 

in this case. Gumbo, indeed, quotha! where 

is the deep, rich color, the appetizing odor, 

the sticculent consistency, the satisfying 

taste? and where, oh, where. the white hill of 

snowy rice, that should rise from the midst of 

the mass! This, of course, sotto voce, and 

with a strong if repressed desire to teach that 

restaurateur how to make Gumbo! The 

genuine, upapproachable, unsurpassed 
Gum bo soup of the old creole cook. 

Not that any living soul ever got à récipe 
from Tante Mathilde, or Maun Phrosine that 
could be considered practicable. ‘‘A pinch of 
this,’’ % handful of that, a piece of the 
other,’’ being about as near as the most 
subtle questioning ever succeeds in fathoming 
the modus operandi, by which such delicious 
results are obtainea. A close observation, 
surreptitious peeps, officlously offered assist- 
ance, aided by an occasional peur boire of 
a new madras for the bead, or a voluminous 
white apron, were the only means by which 
one could arrive ata comprehensive under- 
standing of the preparing, compounding and 
ultimate success of a perfect Gumbo.

The way to a man’s heart is 
through bis stomacn,says an old saw, and any 
mother’s son is defied to resistan appeal for 
a sealskin or an Easter bonnet unlimited as 
to price, after partaking of this delicious dish. 
Imprimis, no gumbo can be a success with- 
out ochra, but the dried article, purchasable 
at any good market stall, isa very fair sub- 
stitute for the siender pointed green pod. 
When the vegetable is plentiful a supply of 
one's preparing can be easily had. Selecting 
only plump fresh pods, lay them on a board 
or any flat surface, and dry them thoroughly 
in the sun, covering with athin muslin cloth; 
when perfectly dry tie loosely in bags and 
hang lu a dry place. 

As chicken gumbo is perhaps the most zen- 
erally liked, some taste refusing shell fish, a 
recipe Is giyen that can be easily followed. A 
fat, tender chicken is of course prefarable, 
but ancient chanticleer or old Dame Toffet can 
be used by parboiling first. The water to be 
saved and added to the gumbo later. Joint 
the chicken as for frying, making the 
pieces as small as possible and lay in cool 
water, salted. Cut ap four dozen ocbra pods, 
discarding all tough and stringy ones, in 
slices of one-balf inch thickness, leaving out 
stems and points. It is best to use an earthen 
bowl, as tin blackens the vegetable. A halt 
slice of raw bam, ¢hopped very fine,a me- 
dium-sized onion, also finely chopped, and 
two large or three small tomatoes, cut, not 
chopped, into small pieces. As some palates 
prefer 

VERY LITTLE PEPPER, 
a judicious use of that condiment is ad- 
vised, although the gumbo is much better 
when highly seasoned. The long seariet pods 
are the best, but a half dozen tiny ones can be 
used, mashed and brnisead. These ingredients 
should be kept in separate bowls until all are 
prepared. Usea large porcelain lined sauce- 
ce. The fron granite ware or marbleized can 

e used, but anything like the ordinary 
iron or tin saucepan invariably darkens the 
soup. Put a tablespoonful of fresh, sweet 
lard into the pot, and when it is quite hot 
put in the chicken—which should be dried on 
a soft cloth—the ham and the Onion, a salt 
spoon of salt and the mashed pepper. Use a 
long handled spoon and stir almost constant- 
ly, as the least suspicion of a scorch ruins the 
whole. Let these Ingredients cook about 
fifteen minutes, then add the sliced ochra 
and the tomatoes, In he summer a 
bandfai of Lima beans or the 
kernels from an ear of green corn 
improves the soup. An almost constant at- 
tention is needed, with vigorous stirring, and 
the whole most be allowed to brown thor- 
— 44 the glutinous nature of the ochra 
soon forms a rich cementing ingredient, if one 
may use the term, and a brown color must be 
attained; nottoo dark; practice is the best 
experience in this direction, When sum 
ciently colored, over a not too hot fire, pour 
on two quarts of boiling water, one of Which 
can be the chicken water, stir thuroughly, let 
it doll up once and then remove to the 
back of the stove, where it should be allowed 
to simmer continuously for at least two 
hours, stirring occasionally and adding salt 
it needed. Should it become too thick a cup 
of boiling water can be added once or twice, 
but the gumbo proper is of 

A THICK CONSISTENCY, 
and should be rich and oliy. If shrimps 
are used a good pleee of lean veal is substi- 
tuted for the chicken, all other ingredients 
the same. The shrimps are added a halt- 
hour before serving. They must first have 
been boiled in well salted water and the shells 
removed. If crab gumbo is made, the crabs 
are of course first boiled, then separated into 


cracked, and added to tho previously pre- 
pared soup, just as shrimp. In oyster gumbo 
the liquor from the oysters is strained an 
bolled and added instead of so much water. 
The oysters should only be cooked a few 
minutes in the soup before serving, as too 
long cooking makes them tough. Au excel-

grounds tothe public as freely as though it 
were a public park. 

In the season of 1886 there were four beds in 
Mr. Hoey’s grounds that were said to contain 
over a million and a halt of plants so artisti- 
cally arranged that from a distance they 
might have been mistaken for a richly- 
pattérned carpet spread out on the green 
lawn. 

It is even said that this mistake was once 
made by a thrifty old Jersey farmer who was 
passing through the grounds for the first 
time. He drove up to Mr. Hoey’s residence 
and told a servant to make haste and get 
those carpets in as it Was going to rain. 

The example of Mr. Hoey in thus clothing 
his grounds in gorgeous coloring has proba- 
bly done more to extend and popularize a 
taste for lawn decoration in the form of 
flower beds than auything else in recent 
years. 

We can not all of us, however much we may 
love flowers, speud a half million dollars in 
conservatories or decorate lawns with beds 
containing a million and a haif of plants. And 
happily for the great majority of us it does 
not require a fortune to make an attractive 
display of flowers around and in our homes. 

In this article 1 propose to give to those men 
and women of refined tastes and a keen love 
of the beautifal, who live in towns and cities, 
some information concerning the best way to 
invest asmall sum of money in beautifying 
their homes with flowering and ornamental 
foliage plants. In the space I have at my dis- 
posal it willbe manifestly impossible to give 
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more than the simplest details of the simplest 
forme of this work. 
CHEAP OUT-DOOR GARDENING. 

I will begin with out-door flower-beds. For 
most city back yards the only space that can 
be devoted to the purpose of flower raising is 
a border or strip of land about two feet in 
width between the walk and the fence, 

Close to the fence we would advise planting 
» — 3 — climbers, such as moon 

owers, passifioras, honey-suckles, German 
ivy, etc. ; 

In this border, between the climbers and 
the walk, I would suggest essorted bedding 
plants such as petunias, heliotrope, acera- 
tums, coleus, iobelias, pansies, salvias, eto. 
These plants will cost on an average $1 per 
dozen and they should be set out ina double 
line one foot apart. Thus one dozen plants 
will occupy a space of six feet. 

To suppose thata city man, especially a 
Gothamite, has a back yard thatcan be used 
as a flower garden is stretching the imagina- 
tion to the cracking point. But in other cities 
there may be available back yards and in 
most other cities there are front yards which 
cas easily be beautified. 

Suppose your vacant plot of ground is twen- 
tv · five by fifty feet in size, ail the space not te 
be occupied by the flower bed should be sod- 
ded, leaving room forthe necessary walks to 
the bed. This having been done, 
lay out the bed In the center of the 
plot, in the form of a circle, with 
a diameter of seven feet. Within the inner 
circle plant French cannas. This will take 
about six plants, which will cost $1.50. Plant 
the second circle with scariet geraniums, tak- 
ing twelve plants, which will cost $1. The 
outer circie shouid be planted with coleus 
verschaffetin, taking fifty plants, at a cost of 
$3, making a total of $5.50. 

This bed ean be modified in iorm and size to 
suit the taste of the designer. 


A MoR ELABORATE DESIGN. 

Now, we will suppose that the house-owner 
has a plat fifty — one hundred feet in size at 
his disposal. ® may either have several 
small beds, similar in style to the one I have 
described, or if he be very ambitious he can 
have one large bed of this style covering a 
larger space and naturally increasing his 
variety ot plants. 

It is best as a rule to have comparatively few 
colors and few varieties of plants, as the ama- 
teur will have to study the habit of each of 
these piants, and if the colors be very many, 
the effect by any mischunce may be spoiled. 

Such a bed is described in Fig. No. 3. Asin 
Fig. No. 1, the lot should be sodded, or if 
that be not, practicable, the bed shonld have 
anarrow border of sod. The plants should 
be distributed as follows: 


1. Coleus Verschaffeltin, crimson; 2. 
Gen. Grant or other scariet; 3. 3 — 
Olga. pink.

These b by — gardénsin summer produce 
the finest Pffects when planted with some 
drooping plants, For our climate, durin 
the summer months, when exposed to a full 
sun, strong and vigorous plants must be se- 
lected, such as tropaloluns, petunias,  passi- 
floras, etc.; while the u right plants may be 
donbie and single geraniums, hellotropes, be- 
gonias and the like. 

For window bozes that will be used on the 
sh ta | side of the street use mosses (selaginel- 
las), ivies ofall sorts, cissus, tradescantias, 
sedaurs, or stoneécrops, fittonias, money- 
wort, vincas, ivy-leafed geraniums, smilax 
and climbing fern. The upright plants may 
be dracaenas of Various sorts, coladiums, 
marantas, centaureas, ecbeverias, terns and 
other plants of striking form and foliage. 

The soll should be the same in qualit 
that used for growing plants in pots.

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box is exposed to the full rays of the sun, or 
even partly so, covering the surface with 
moss from the woods will protect it from dry- 
ing too quickly and add materially to its ap- 
pearance. 

A CONSERVATORY FOR SEVENTY-FIVE DOLLARS. 

For those ambitious amateurs who want to 
add conservatories to their outdoor flower- 
beds, I will suggest two kinds. The first can 
be bullt for fifty dollars, and the second would 
cost at least four hundred dollars. 

My first conservatory is simply a back 
veranda closed in with glass frames, Such a 
conservatory may be built for fifty dollars, 
8 cheap material is used and the 

ouse-owner unites with his love of flowers a 
decided taste for practical mechanics. As to 
how it should be stocked the taste and means 
of the owner must be consulted. 

My second green-housée should be attached 
to the house on any side but north, if fowering 
plants are to be grown. Ferns, lycopods, 
paims and other plants grown for the beauty 
of their form or foliage, will do quite well in 
the shade ofa northern aspect. The green- 
house may be of any length or widtn desired. 
If it be 10 feet wide it will cost for erection 
from 40 to 60 cents per square foot of the glass 
surface according to the character of the 
work. If20feet wide, from 40 to 50 cents per 
foot. This is exclusive of heating. To com- 
plete a conservatory with heating apparatus, 
shelves, ete, 10 feet wide by 40 feet long, 
would cost about $400. 

Tne first green house may be heated with a 
coal-oil stove. 

In the small green-house a good selection, 
consisting of about 250 plants, can be obtained 
for about $25, making the entire cost of the 
experiment come within $75. Among the 
varieties comprising this list are the follow- 


ing: 

Anthemis, bouvardias, calla Illy, carna- 
tions, chrysanthemums, fuchsias, geraniums, 
primulas, winter flowering roses and smilax. 

These plants cost on an average $1 a dozen if 
bought from a floristin the spring, but in the 
fall they cost $8 a dozen. Those gardeners 
who intend building conservatories can save 
money by buying their plants in the spring 
and keeping thein through the summer, be- 
sides adding thereby considerably to their ex- 
perience and pleasure. CHAS. HENDERSON.

Who Was Stella’s Father?—Was fhe Mar- 
ried to Swift?—Mer Will and Epitaph 
The Two Graves—‘‘So Near and Yet 80 
Far”’—Pen and Ink Portrait of Stella.

(„Stella“), and Hester Vanhomrigh (‘‘Van- 
essa ). As Thackeray says: The book of 
Swift’s life opens at places kept by these 
blighted flowers, and they have a charm for 
me that the wild and wicked wit, which spark- 
les in the pages of ‘The Tale of a Tub,’ 
and „Gulliver“ like Satanic fire- 
works, does not possess. Therefore I take 
the liberty of commenting briefly upon two 
statements made by Mr. Gregory in regard to 
Stella, notin the way of correction—for the 
questions involved have never been def 
nitely and decisively settled, and probably 
never will be—but merely to give the other 
side of the argument. * 

Was 

ESTHER JOHNSON— 
far better known to the world as ‘‘Stella’’—a 
„daughter of Sir William Temple's steward,’’ 
as this article asserts? At best she could only 
have been a stepdaughter, for the steward’s 
name was Mosse, and, moreover, her mother 
did not marry bim until Stella 
was a young lady, living in Ireland. 
The mother was a widow—Mrs. Johnson—dur- 
ing the period ofthe dauchter’s stay at Moor 
Park, andall that Swift says of the origin of 
ene who was so near and dear to him is that 
„he was born at Richmond in Surrey on the 
13th day of May, 1681. Her father was a 
younger brother ofa good family in Notting- 
hamshire; her mother of lower degree; and 
indeed she had little to boastof her birth.“ 
The tather died early, leaving the widow with 
three children, a boy and two girls, the 
youngest of whom was Stella. When Sir 
William came toreside at Moor Park he 
brought Mrs. Johnson with him in the capacity 
of housekeeper; a position she held with Lady 
Giffard, Temple’s sister, after his death. 
Only one ofthe three children was permitted 
to live with her at Moor Park, and that was 
little Esther. Still more significant is it that, 
according to a long-ago correspondent of the 
Gentleman s Magazine. her appearaneé and 
dress so far exceeded the rank and fortune of 
her mother, and the rest of the children, that 
the world soon declared Miss Johnson to be 
Sir William’s daughter. The same corre- 
spondent—who was evidently quite familiar 
with the facts ia the case—gives this descrip- 
tiun of 
STELLA’S MOTHER, 

which does net appear in any of the 
biographies of Swift: ‘‘She was a person of 
surprising genius; few women have ever 
excecded her in the extent of reading, none 
in the charms of conversation. She had seen 
the world; her address and behavior were 
truly polite, and whoever had the pleasure of 
conversing with her for a quarterof an hour 
was convinced that she had known a more 
gentee! walk of life than her present situation 
confined her to. She was not so happy in her 

erson as her mind, for she was 
ow of stature, and rather fat and 
thick than well shaped; yet the 
imperfection of her shape was fully 
compensated by a set of fine features and an 
excellent complexion, animated by eyes that 
perfectly described the brightness of her 
geuius.

The old soldier knew the secret of my inter- 
est. I promised to do all that lay in my 
power; then, with mutual prayers for the suc- 
cess of our common cause,I swung into the 
saddie, the bugie sounded, and my troop rode 
out of Camp Dick Robinson. 

On the crest of the slope, winding to the 
southeast, I turned and lifted my hat, and, 
through the mistand storm, Isaw the flutter 


of a white scarf, like an angel’s wing, and I 
felt that there was one Union troop followed 
by the prayers oi a Confederate woman. 
This was my second visit to Camp Dick Rob- 
inson. When here before we were preparing 
under Gen. Thomasto advance against Zolli- 
coffer, whose host, untrained and boastful, 
Was raiding the shores of the Cumberland. 
War seemeda grand thing to me in those 
days, when nearly every regiment marched to 
the stirring strains of its own brass baad and 
whenevery private had more impediments 
than a Major-General carried now. Then tle 
trappings of the horses were regal in their 
- splendor and the officers were moving 
pictures tramed in blue and gold, and 
sbhoulder-straps were so beautiful and novel 
that it was said some of the younger men 
wore them in bed. The regimental banners, 
aside from whatthey symbolized, were things 
of shimmering, silken beauty; now they were 
shredded aud riddied, and blood-stained, but 
those very rents had become eloquent with 
memories that thrilled usas thenew flags 
never did. Our officers carried no insignia to 
distinguish tiem from the men. The trap- 
pings of the horses were rusty and cracked, 
our uniforms were faded and some 
of them rudely patched; our car- 
bines had lost the gioss of finish; our 
troop guidon was atattered, faded rag, and 
the scabbards of our sabers were dented and 
worn. The cheer, the song and the wild hal- 
loo of exultant youth were no longer heard in 
camp oronthe march. Onthe faces of the 
voungest, and the oldest man in that troop was 
not 27, there were set lines that made them 
stern, lines thathud been burned deep in the 
furnace heut of battle. But, though not so 
fair tothe eye, each one of these men was 
worth ten of the volunteers of the early war. 

Our march to Cumberland Gap was over the 
route taken by Dragg’s army a year before, 
when, after the fierce fight at Perryville, they 
feil jeisurely back, laden with the rich spoils 
of Central Kentucky, while the tardy Union 
legions made only show of pursuit. still, 
the track ofthat unhurried retreat was vis- 
bie through every defile of the tempest-tossed 
Cumberiand range. 

Tie log cabins, clinging like odd birds’ nests 
tothe mountain leages, were abandoned or 
inbabited only by women and children. 
The fences that had inclosed their 
patches of potatoes and corn were 
gone, and the men who had 
huilt them were in the fleld or sleeping on it. 
Along the hard, rutty trail lay scattered the 
debris of war's flood; broken wagons, the 
skeletons of muies and horses, and ash spots, 
marking the site of old camps; here and there 
u grave; and over all the naked crests and 
rain-washed valleys the spirit of silence and 
desolation. — 

Now and then wecaught sight of a horse- 
man far off fromthe line of march, and the 
fact that he keps out of reach convinced us 
that he was one of the enemy’s scouts, from 
whom we had nothing to fear. Now and then 
a puff of smoke could be seen spurting out 
from some cliff, far overhead, and the crack 
ot a bushwhacker’s rifle would follow. If

She had half a galion of hot water to. drink 
every day, with lemon juice in it to take away 
the flat taste. Cold water was denied ber and 
ales, frappes, champagne and claret strictly 
forbidden. ‘She was even forced to forego the 
luxury of bathing in water, in place of which 
she had sponge and vapor baths. Every few 
days she took a fast, allowing the system to 
consume the adipose tissue. While no limit 
was put upon the pleasure of driving or rid- 
ing, she was asked to select the roughest, 
rocklest roads and to walk from five to ten 
miles a day in the open air. 

This practice of self-denial the Duchess of 
Mariborough has persisted in for the last two 
years, and to-day she is perhaps the hand- 
somest womaa of her age in New York socie- 
ty. She weighs about 140 pounds, her eyes 
are bright, her complexion is as clear and 
smooth as aschool giri’s and she has the car- 
riage of a cadet and the health of achild of 
nature.
